Koch upsets forecast 
in New York primary

Although Gore is given little 
chance of victory, supporters of Du- 
kakis fear that Koch's endorsement 
of the Tennessee senator might 
cause sizeable numbers of Jews and 
white ethnics to defect from Duka- 
kis to Gore, thereby delivering vic- 
tory to Jackson. . 


All of the polls, which were taken 
from Tuesday to Thursday of last 
week, just before Koch endorsed 

re, showed Dukakis in the lead. 
But the strength of Dukakis’s lead 
varied from poll to poll. The New 
York Post poll gave Dukakis 49. 
per cent of the vote, \arad ata 
32.7 per cent for Jackson and 9.1 per 
cent for Gore. But ἃ Washington 
Post-ABC News poll showed the 
race to be much closer, giving Duka- 
kis 44 per cent, Jackson 37 per cent, 


and Gore 10 per cent. 

Koch endorsed Gore last Thurs- 
day, praising the senator's stand on 
urban issues and arms control, and 
stating that Gore was “head and 
shoulders above his rivals” on con- 
tinuing the strong U.S. commitment 
to Israel. Asked by newsmen wheth- 
er his announcement of for 
Gore might not help Jackson, whom 
Koch has singled out for harsh cxit- 
cism, the mayor replied, “It's irrele- 
vant what the impact is, outside of 
the fact that I want to demonstrate 
my support for Al Gore.”

Young pack Warsaw synagogue 
to mark uprising anniversary 


WARSAW (AP) - Warsaw's only 
remaining synagogue came to life 
again yesterday as hundreds of 
young Jews danced out of joy and 
sadness and sang the Israeli national 
anthem following Sabbath prayer 
services. 

An overflow crowd of 1,000 peo- 
ple packed the rebuilt Nozyk Syna- 
gogue, where the weekly Saturday 


struggle “for your and our freedom, 
for your and our human, social, na- 
tional honor and dignity.” 

The words of that dramatic appeal 
could be read on a placard hanging 
over the stage of the State Jewish 
Theatre during a two-day historical 
conference that ended Friday on the 
struggle and martyrdom of Poles 
and Jews during the 1939-45 Nazi 
occupation. 

The conference, attended by sev- 
eral hundred Poles and Jews, was 
organized in connection with official 
observances of the 45th anniversary 
of the Warsaw Ghetto Uprising.

Despite widespread media conjecture, there 
is no firm evidence that Iran’s Islamic revolu- 
tionary rulers were involved in seizing Flight 
KU 422 from Bangkok to Kuwait on April 5. 
Kamal Charasi, a member of Iran’s Supreme 
Defence Council, has denied that his country 
had played any part. 

But political analysts say there are signs of 
complicity on the part of at least a faction of the 
Iranian leadership which could have provided 
funds, equipment and training as well as ideo- 
logical impetus. 

The gunmen, who demand the release of 17 
Arab militants jailed in Kuwait, might want to 
embarrass and pressure a rival faction of Iranian 
leaders because of its handling of a hostage deal 
with France, the analysts said. 

A Beirut security source, who has identified 
the hijackers as members of Lebanon’s radica’ 
Hisbollah (Party of God), said they were an- 
gered that Teheran had not insisted on the 
release of the 17 militants as a condition for 
freeing three French hostages in Lebanon. 

‘He said the hijackers planned the operation

The hijackers, he said, were tied to a faction 
of the Iranian leadership strong enough to have 
‘secured arms and reinforcements while the 
plane was at Mashhad airport in northeast Iran, 
its first destination.

Fruit and vegetable price rises hit index . 


March’s 1.6% inflation rate 
much higher than planned

The Consumer Price Index rose 
1.6% last month, fuelling fears that 
the inflation rate is rising, contrary 
to Treasury plans. Figures released 
by the Central Bureau of Statistics 
on Friday showed that the CPI has 
risen 4.1% since the beginning of 
the year. This pace would translate 
into an annual rate of over 17%, 
higher than in 1987 and higher than 
the 12% targeted for 1988. 

The rise in prices for last month 
brought the CPI to 111.1 points on a 
1987 = 100 baseline. The bureau 
said that the sum needed by an ur- 
ban family to buy an average basket 
of goods and services in March cost 
NIS 2,270. 

Cumulative inflation for the fiscal 
year 1987/88, which ended on March 
31, totalled 15.7%, compared to 
23% for the previous fiscal year. 
The Treasury said that this drop was 
the result of its policy of maintaining 
fiscal and wage restraint, and it 
vowed to continue the same course 
in the future months. 


The inflation figures for last 
month showed that the main factor 
behind the rise in the index was a 
large increase in the price of fresh 
produce. Fruits and vegetables rose 
10% in average in price, and this 
contributed more than a third of the 
rise in the index for last month. In 
the last three months, the price of 
fresh produce has risen 17.5%, over 
four times the rise in the general 
index. . 

Steep rises were registered in the 
prices of tomatoes, 43%, onions, 
34%, peppers, 55%, and eggplarits, 
55%. Excluding fresh produce, the 
CPI rose only 1.1% last month. 

Economic observers point out 
that the publication of the CPI fig- 
ures for April will be crucial in de- 
termining the trend of inflation. 
Traditionally, April registers high 
inflation rates due to the introduc- 
tion of summer season clothing and 
seasonal increases in the price of 
fresh produce. A rise of about 2% 
or more in the index would indicate 
a failure to bring down inflation to 
the targeted range. 


The Treasury must now decide 
whether to go ahead in the coming 
weeks with its plans to cut the subsi- 
dies for basic foodstuffs and public 
transportation.

The wholesale price index of the 
industrial index rose only 1% last 
month, bringing the cumulative in- 
crease for the first quarter of the 
year to 4.1%.

Shekel interest rates |NIlrights 
unlikely to pick up

Interest rates on shekel deposits 
are likely to remain at the low levels 
that have prevailed throughout this 
month, while borrowing rates may 
be pared again soon. 

That was the picture that emerged 
from money market trends last 
week, and was confirmed by the re- 
sults of the weekly monetary tender 
held by the Bank of Israel, which 
produced an average yield of 15.2% 
per annum on the NS 400 million 
offered. 


This rate is in line with that on the 
previous week’s tender, which was 
for only NIS 200m. because of the

‘SHE assassination in Tunis of Abu Jihad, the chief architect of 
PLO terrorism, led to predictable consequences yesterday. 
In Tunis and elsewhere, PLO spokesmen immediately 
blamed Israel. Their purpose was not, in this way, to betray 
their apparent belief that nothing is too far, too difficult, or too 
secure to shield it from Israel’s intelligence services. Though 
that was the implication of their automatic emotional 


responses. 


The principal result of these statements was to ignite Gaza 
and the West Bank to a new level of violent demonstrations 


and violent counteraction by Israel 


, leading to an 


unprecedented toll in dead and wounded. Only last week, 
Israeli military spokesmen were voicing hope that the uprising 
in the territories was levelling off, that fatigue and frustration 
with the disarray of daily life were beginning to set in. Now 
Abu Jihad’s death has overturned all these assessments, set- 
ting off a new cycle of violence.

Thus, despite the statements coming from PLO spokesmen 
pointing the finger at Israel, it is not surprising that more 
detached analysts are looking in other directions. The bitter 
divisions within and amongst the various terrorist groups is one 
such direction, as is the continuing enmity between Syria and 
Yasser Arafat’s Fatah organization. 

There is little reason to suppose, however, that the truth will 
emerge. As a result, the PLO will be able to seize on this 
assassination to continue to fan passions in the territories and 
in that way emphasize the centrality of its role and its 


command. 


The pawns in this deadly development will again be the 
people of the Gaza Strip and the West Bank. Urged to expose 
themselves in violent action against Israeli troops, they will 
suffer the inevitable consequences of such confrontation.

The dead yesterday included 
three Rafah youths: Atwa Abu 
Erada, Tahsim el-Bouji, both 17, 
and Muhamad Abu Jezar, 20, killed 
in the Rafah refugee camp and in 
neighbouring Khan Yunis. 

Also killed during demonstrations 
in Khan Yunis were 19-year-old 
Iman Abu Amer and Jamal a-Jamal,

A 14-year-old boy from the Burejj 
refugee camp in Gaza, Yassir al- 
Sharif, was killed as well as Jamal 
Shehada, 18. 

The unrest in the West Bank 
centred on the Jenin area and Nab- 
lus.

Heavy clashes with troops were 
reported in Jenin and the town's 
refugee camp, where three persons 
were killed.

TEN MONTHS after the Six Day 
War drove off Hebron’s traditional 
tourist trade, local hotelier Fayez 
Kawasmeh took a phone call from a 
man inquiring about a three-day va- 
cation. It was a call he wishes he had 
never answered. 

Within two days of the Levinger 
family’s arrival on April 9, 1968, 
nine other families and many more 
singles joined them for the Pessah 
seder at the graceful, flower-decked 
Park Hotel on the outskirts of 
Hebron. 

Although they could not eat the 
hotel’s food, they liked the place so 
much that they booked for another 
three days. On the sixth day Minis- 
ter Yigal Allon visited and told them 
they were “privileged to be the first 
to revive the Jewish community of 
the city of the Patriarchs, the cradle 
of the nation.” 

Kawasmeh, who was used to re- 
ceiving VIPs in pre-Six Day War 
days, thought Allon’s visit would be 
good publicity. But Kawasmeh 
feared the Israeli occupation of his 
hotel was becoming more than a 
holiday jaunt when his guests moved 
in desks and chairs on the ninth day 
to set up a schoolroom for their 
children. “I cut off the electricity 
and water and demanded that the 
Israeli military governor throw them 


out.” 

In retrospect the battle of the 
Park Hotel can be seen as the begin- 
ning of the great battle to decide 
who will be proprietor of the Hotel 
West Bank-Judea and Samaria. 
Kawasmeh's closure of the Park Ho- 
tel to tourists since 1969 might be 
considered the longest-running 
commercial in the adminis- 
tered territories.

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PALESTINIAN INTRANSIGENCE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Now that four months have 
passed since the beginning of the 
present troubles, issues begin to 
sort themselves out. Clearly, the 
Palestinians offer the State of Israe] 
nothing more than they were ready 
to grant in 1897, 1919 and 1920, 
1936-1939, or in 1947-1949: peace- 
able evacuation of the Jewish popu- 
lation. They have never accepted, 
and do not now accept, the right of 
the Jews to the Jewish State in the 
Land of Israel. 

Since the integrity of the State of 
Israel therefore is at stake, there is 
nothing to negotiate, no basis for 
compromise. No one therefore can 
be ived by current events into 
confusing with mass resistance to 
foreign occupation, with which we 
all can sympathize, what is in fact a 
sustained attack on the State of Isra- 
el and its right to endure. We deal 
with what is merely another chapter 
— an effective, well-crafted one in- 
deed — in the Palestinians" long war 
against the State of Israel. 

It is equally clear that Israeli poli- 
cy, now subject to intense debate 


within the State of Israel, does en- 
compass more choices than are pres- 
ently worked out in deed. Whether 
or not a different policy from the 
one now in force can produce results 
other than the ones everyone sees 
and most people profoundly deplore 
is for Israelis to decide. But party to 
their decision are many more partic... 
ipents than the Israeli electorate 
τ too is now clear. 

T for one retain boundless confi- 
dence in the capacity of the State of 
Israel to solve its problems, as ithas 
80 lly in many areas. Of- 
fered a real peace, the Israeli elec- 


torate has always made the sacrifices - 


necessary for peace. But the one . 
fact that awaits change is the intran- 
sigence of the Palestinians, as dis- 
tinct from the position of the Jorda- 
nians, the Egyptians, and many 
other Arab and Moslem parties to 
the region and the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian dispute (not to mention the U.S. 
and the USSR). And that assuredly 
places in a different light the unfor- 
tunate spectacle acted out each day 
in the public arena.
